“  HAIL  COLUMBIA  !  » 

W«  all  know  bow  "  the  Star  Spaaglsd 
Bannsr  "  and  ths  “  hlarse  liaise.  ”  origins  tod, 
but  it  is  safe  to  say  that  few  of  us  know 
anything  about  tbs  composition  of  "Hail 
Columbia."  When  Washington  passed  aver 
Trenton  Bridge  on  his  way  from  PhQBfial- 
phia  to  New  York  to  be  inaugurated,  a 
march  by  Prof.  P  Fyle,  a  well-known  mu¬ 
sician  of  the  time,  was  played.  It  was 
cailsd  the  “  President's  March."  In  spell¬ 
ing  of  '  Hail  Columbia, "  J  tulge  Francis 
Hopkinson  says  : 

' '  This  song  was  enrltten  in  the  Bummer  of 
1798,  when  a  war  with  France  was  thought 
to  be  inevitable.  Congress  being  then  in  ses¬ 
sion  ia  Philadelphia  deliberating  upon  that 
important  subject,  and  acts  of  hostility  hav¬ 
ing  actually  occurred.  About  that  time  • 
young  man  by  the  name  of  Fox,  attached  to 
the  Chestnut  Street  Theatre,  wo*  getting  up 
some  attraction  for  his  benefit.  I  had 
known  him  when  at  school.  On  this  ac¬ 
quaintance  he  called  on  me  on  Saturday  af¬ 
ternoon,  his  benefit  being  announced  for  tha 
following  Monday.  He  said  there  were  no 
boxes  taken  and  his  prospect  was  that  he 
thcnld  culler  a  loss  instead  of  receiving  a 
Lenent  from  In*  performance,  bat  that  if  he 
could  get  a  patriotic  song  adapted  to  the 
tune  of  the  '  President's  March,'  ^tben  the 
popular  air  he  had  no  doubt  of  a  lull  house; 
that  the  poets  of  the  theatrical  corps  had 
been  trying  to  accomphnh  it,  bat  were  satis¬ 
fied  that  no  words  coaid  be  composed  to 
suit  the  music  of  the  march.  I  told  him  1 
would  try  for  him.  He  came  the  next  after¬ 
noon.  and  the  song,  such  as  it  was,  was 
read  for  him.  It  was  announced  on  Mon¬ 
day  morning,  and  the  theatre  was  crowded 
to  excess,  and  so  continued,  night  after 
night,  for  the  rest  of  the  oeasou,  the  song 
bemg  encored  and  repealed  many  times 
each  night,  the  audience  joining  in  the  cho¬ 
rus,  It  *v  also  sang  at  night  in  the  streets 
by  large  assemblies  of  citizens,  including 
member*  of  congress.  The  enthusiasm 
was  general,  aud  the  song  was  heard.  I  *

A  painful  accident,  say*  the  Pans  Qaiig-  | 
ruru.  c-oc Hired  on  the  Northern  Railway  re¬ 
cently,  just  as  the  mixed  tram  frem  Parts  to 
Lille  was  moving  out  of  the  gate  de  St.  Just,  • 
near  Amiens.  One  of  the  guard*,  whilst 
jumping  to  tfce  foot  board  of  hi*  van  in  the 
rear  of  the  train,  slipped  and  fell  between 
the  ran  itself  and  one  of  the  first-class  car-  J 
riagea  He,  however,  seized  the  coupling 
chains,  and  grasping  them  with  the  energy 
of  desperation,  shrieked  for  assistance.  The 
adjoining  compartment  was  occupied  by 
Count  de  Crete  and  Viscount  de  Canissy, 
who  happened  to  be  looking  out  of  the  win¬ 
dow  at  the  time  of  the  accident, and  who  im¬ 
mediately  shouted  to  the  guard  to  stop,  but 
the  train  was  by  this  time  rattling  ohead  at 
a  rapid  pace,  and  it  was  impossible  for  their 
voices  to  be  heard  They  seized  (ho  cords 
of  the  alarm  signal,  bnt  a*  fate  would  have 
|  U,  the  apparatus  was  out  of  order.  Believ¬ 
ing  that  the  guard  would  be  unable  to  hold 
on  much  longer,  they  determined  to  go  to 
his  rescue,  and  at  the  risk  of  th&ir  own  lives 
they  left  the  carriage,  and.  compelled  by  th* 
j  jolting  of  the  train  to  cling  to  ths  foot¬ 
board,  dragged  themselves  along  it  until 
they  reached  the  back  of  the  comportment. 
There  thy  were  horrified  to  see  the  unfor¬ 
tunate  guard  dangling  in  a  semi-onoonecioue 
state  from  the  chains.  His  fret  were  fear¬ 
fully  Lacerated  by  contact  with  the  ground, 
and  still  he  clung  on  instinctively,  unable, 
however,  to  move  or  even,  apparently,  to 
notice  the  presence  of  the  two  passenger* 
who  had  so  heroically  come  to  his  aid.  H 
was  e  v  ident  that  his  strength  was  fast  failing 
him,  and  that  be  would  soon  drop  under  th* 
wheels  from  sheer  exhaustion.  They  there¬ 
fore  dashed  forward,  and  grasping  him  by 
the  arms  dragged  him  up  on  to  the  buffer* 
and  thence  to  the  foot- bo rd.  How  they 
managed  to  regain  their  carriage  with  their 
almost  lifeless  charge  is  a  mystery.  They 
did  so  in  safety,  however,  and  the  train  soon 
afterward  entered  Longa  can.
